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Under airport flight approach 





City oks development]

Upland City Council reversed 
itself Monday night and approved 
construction of permanent single- 
family homes under the flight 
approach to Cable Airport. 

The council approved the planned 
residential development northeast 
of 14th Street and Benson Avenue 
after developer Paul Nordberg said 
he has reduced the number of homes 
from 100 to 85 and designed a 
greenbelt area in alignment with the 
Cable Airport runway. 

Council members Ina Petokas and 
George Gibson dropped their 
opposition to the permanent 
structures noting that conventional 
homes will provide better safety and 
noise protection than the mobile 
homes originally planned for the 
site. 

In changing her. vote 
‘Councilwoman Petokas noted the 
city “has leaned over backward to 
accommodate the airport’’ by 
purchasing the clear zone land for 
an industrial park as well as 
greenbelt area for a city park. 

Councilman Hal Bailin, remaining 
the lone dissenter to the 
development, repeated his 
opposition to permanent residential 
units in the airport’s flight pattern. 

He said noise will prove to be a 
problem if the airport increases 
business. Previously Bailin had 
commented mobile homes would be 
more acceptable than conventional 
structures because residents could 
move the mobile homes if the noise 
situation became unlivable. 

Upland resident Rosemary Hence 
said council approval of a 
residential development was not in 
the best interests of future residents 
who would be subject to the airport 
noise and hazard. 

“The City Council is inviting 
trouble by allowing residential 
building. A continuation of the 
industrial zone would be better,” 
she added. 


The council’s action Monday night 
allowed developers a six-month 
extension of the conditional use 
permit to construct the planned 
reidential development. The permit 
would have expired in mid- 
February. 

Also Monday night the council 
agreed to request San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervisors to hold 
a special evening meeting to 
consider a zone change to establish 
an asphalt batch plant in county 
territory northwest of Benson 
Avenue and 20th Street. 

Dr. Robert Oyler, representing 
Upland Citizens for Quality Living, 
asked the council to request the 
special hearing time so residents 
will be able to participate. 

The county Planning Commission 
has recommended approval of the 
zone change over the objections of 
the City Council. 

The 43.6-acre parcel, which falls 
within Upland’s sphere of influence, 
is master planned for flood control 
uses and open space. 

Council members opposed 
permanent buildings on the site as 
incompatible with flood control uses 
and stated an asphalt plant would 
decrease the quality of the 
residential areas east of the 
proposed site. 

Truck traffic and air pollution 
from the asphalt operation will 
adversely affect residences, 
according to council members. 

The county Planning Commission 
has recommended approval of the 
asphalt plant because it will be a 
temporary use of the land and will 
improve the flood control uses by 
building percolating basins. 


In other action Monday night the 
council: 

—Requested the staff to 
investigate the suitability of a heavy 
manufacturing zone northeast of 
16th Street and Central Avenue.

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State emergency trailer has © 


home at Montclair 


In any type of disaster, be it 
earthquake, fire or flood, a good 
communications system is _ essen- 
tial . To fulfill that need, the state, 
through the Office of Emergency 
Services (OES), has provided four 
communications trailers to be used 
throughout the state. 

One of those trailers is housed at 
the Montclair Fire Department. It 
was most recently used at the 
Village Fire in the Mt. Baldy area 
where 19,500 acres of land burned. 

The trailer itself is small. One- 
third is partitioned off and contains 
communications equipment. Twelve 
radios, capable of coordinating the 
communications between several 
agencies at once, stand in wait until 
called into duty. 

Duane Mellinger, assistant 
Montclair fire chief, said the trailer 
has been at the department since 


Nov., 1974. During this time it has 
been sent out to be the command 
post at several forest fires in the 
region 

Montclair was chosen because of 
its central location to large brush 
areas, Mellinger said. 

He added that the trailer is also 
available for day-to— day use, not 
only for the Montclair Fire Depart- 
ment, but others in the area as well. 

The other two-thirds of the trailer 
is designed to permit task forces to 
come in and prepare strategy in 
fighting a fire. It has a table, 
blackboards, maps, charts, a small 
sink and a hot plate for cooking 
quick meals. 

As part of the agreement with the 
state, Montclair will keep the trailer 
up so it does not fall into disrepair. 
Mellinger said his group of men are 
proud of their responsibility. They

Joyful childhood? 


EDITOR'S NOTE:

Joyful, carefree 
childhood! That is the 
common conception. But 
the truth is that some 
children, even very young 
children, experience severe 
depression. 


Depressed adults usually 
register their emotional 
state by visible expressions 
of sadness — such as 
crying, by losing interest in 
everything and by 
withdrawing from those 
around them. But depressed 
children have different 
means of expressing 
emotional problems, and, 
as a result, tend to be 
misunderstood and often 
(though not intentionally ) 
mistreated. 


Depressed children are 
more likely to act out their 
disturbed feelings than to 
be withdrawn. They may 
try to communicate their

inner turmoil by being 
Irritable, aggressive, 
hostile, ungiving, 
unaccepting, by falling 
behind in school and by 
being ‘‘hyperactive.’’ The 
reaction of parents and 
teachres may be harsh and 
punitive. The children’s 
message has not come 
through, and they are 
deprived of the help and 
reassurance they need. 
Perhaps the single 
characteristic that all 
depressed children have in 
common is a negative self- 
image. If you ask depressed 
children what they see 
when they look in the 
mirror, they may reply, 
‘Nothing.’ Of they may 
grimace and turn away. 
Some will simply remain 
silent and others may burst 
into tears. All these 
responses have the same 
meaning — the children 
think they are worthless. 


All too often, the response 
they get from adults does 
little to dislodge that self- 
image. 

Unfortunately, the 
behavior of depressed 
children is often difficult 
for adults to tolerate. When 
children are hostile to you, 
your natural tendency is to 
return the hostility. The 
children are thus deprived 
of human company which, if 
given with understanding, 
could help raise their self- 
esteem. Some depressed 
children cling fanatically to 
their toys or other 
possessions. Adults may

perceive this as greedinéss, 
in fact the children may 
symbolically see the boy as 
the last thing they have left 
to hang on to. 

Children who are unable 
to accept affection from 
parents and other relatives 
are sources of great unease 
in a household, and their 
behavior is often 
misinterpreted as plain 
nastiness. It may be, 
however, that the children 
are refusing the affection 
because, as they see 
themselves, they are 
unworthy of it.

$1,300. Most of this saving is in the price of labor. 

Another way to trim costs on a project such as adding a 
garage involves a building method using wider stud 
spacing. This system calls for spacing wall studs and 
roof trusses at 24 inches on center instead of the 
customary 16 inches. 

With 8 foot studs costing from $1.25 to $1.49 each at 
lumber yards, a do-it-yourselfer can realize tangible 
savings on the price of materials. In addition, it takes 
jess time to build with 24-inch spacing since there are 
fewer studs involved. And what many handymen may not 
know, is that the wider spacing results in an entirely 
adequate structure. 


Create new hairstyle 


If you want to try a new hairstyle, but don’t want to 
risk any major cuts or drastic changes right now, here's 
a trick recommended by a professional stylist. 

Take a blow dryer with at least 1000 watts of power and 
one or more round brushes, brushes with natural bristles 
all the way around. The brushes can be of varying size to 
get different shape into your hairstyle 

Use the brush as you would a roller and roll the shape 
right into any style you want to experiment with. 
Concentrate the blow dryer on a section of hair keeping 
the dryer about six inches away, for a few seconds.

Trailing or ‘“‘cascading’’ plants are a refreshing sight 


indoors — adding interest and dimension with their 
elegant looks. 

A fun plant to enjoy indoors is strawberry geranium 
which isn’t a geranium at all. It gets its name from the 
loose, open clusters of white flowers that it bears. The 
foliage is striking from below — the round, white veined 
leaves are pink on the underside, giving it a pastel effect. 

Much of the popularity enjoyed by the wax plant

Mayan objects exhibited 


An unusual group of 
Classic Period Maya 
objects, including the 
famed ‘‘Machaquila II” 
stela, is not on view in the 
Pre-Hispanic Gallery on the 
first level of the Ahmanson 
Gallery at the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art. 

Unique circumstances 
surround the presence of 
the ‘“‘Machaquila II’’ stela 
at the museum. The stela, 
originally discovered at a 
remote unguarded jungle 
site in Guatemala’s El 
Peten region, about 75 
miles south of the great 
Maya ritual city of Tikal, 
was brought into the United 
States for attempted sale. 
To facilitate smuggling 
from its jungle site it was 
cut into pieces and 
subsequently reassembled. 

Alerted to the theft, 
Guatemalan ahd U.S. 
authorities took action 
when efforts to sell the 
monumental work in the 
U.S. resulted in official 


. knowledge of its location. It 


was impounded by the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in California 
in 1972 in what was the first 
such federal action. After 
extensive litigation rightful 
ownership by the 
Guatemalan government 
was upheld. In a unique act 
of generosity and 
international cooperation, 
the Republic of Guatemala 
agreed to a long-term loan 


of the stela for exhibition at 
the Los Angeles County 
Museum of Art following 
corrective treatment by the 
museum's conservation 
center. 

In commenting on the 
unprecedented loan His 
Excellency Julio Asensio 
Wunderlich, the 
ambassador of Guatemala, 
said, ‘‘The government and 
the people of Guatemala 
are grateful for the 
opportunity to exhibit one of 
their valued archaeological 
treasures and to acquaint 
the public of Southern 
California with the 
Machaquila II stela...a 
magnificent example of 
architectural sculpture.” 

The carved limestone 
stela or commemorative 
marker depicts a ruler 
figure wearing a god-mask 
headdress. He holds 
symbols of high rank and 
authority: a manikin 
scepter and a Sun God 
shield. A diminutive 
kneeling figure, identified, 
as a ‘“‘balam” (jaguar) 
guardian of the cornfields, 
is seen in an obeisant role, 
holding an offering. The 
Maya were the first of the 
new world peoples to invent 
a system of writing using 
ideographic symbols or 
glyphs. Since three groups 
of the glyphs on the stela 
have not yet been fully 
translated complete 
information is not available 


on the personage depicted, 
but one panel of glyphs in 
the upper ieft corner of the 
82-inch high work includes a 
Maya dedicatory date, the 
equivalent of A.C. 671. 
Adjacent to the stela are 
small ceramic examples of 
Maya art from the 6th 
through 10th century, lent 
by members of the Ethnic 
Arts Council of Los 
Angeles. The entire group, 
including the stela, provides 
the museum visitor with a 
revealing glimpse of the 
artistic achievements of 
one of Mesoramerica’s 
greatest civilizations. 
Photomurals of major 
Maya monuments, a map of 
principle archaeological 
sites, and descriptive labels 
accompany the installation. 
Admission is always free 
to the museum's Ahmanson 
Gallery, 5905 Wilshire 
Blvd., Los Angeles. 
Ceremonial vessels 
An exhibition of 46 
ancient Chinese ceremonial 
vessels will be on view in 
the Far Eastern Art 
Galleries on the first level 
of the Ahmanson Gallery 
February 3-April 25. 
Gathered from California 
collections, the exhibition 
will feature ritual vessels 
used during China’s bronze 
age, the Shang and Chou 
dynasties (1523-256 B.C. ), in 
ancestor worship and in 
sacrificial ceremonies to 
assure fertility and 


harmony with the supreme 
elements. 

“The strong, handsome 
shapes and mystifying 
designs of ancient Chinese 
bronzes have always 
aroused curiosity and 
admiration, said the 
museum's senior curator of 
far Eastern art, George 
Kuwayama. ‘‘The aesthetic 
sensitivity of their forms 
and ornament and the 
technical virtuosity of 
casting have resulted in 
bronzes without peer in the 
ancient world.”’ 

The bronze receptacles 
were made in many strictly 
defined forms to contain 
meat, grain or wine placed 
on the altars of ancestral 
temples as offerings to the 
spirits by those seeking 
their divine assistance. 
Inscriptions on the vessels 
give the name of the clan or 
explain the circumstances 
of their creation. These 
ritual objects were often 
buried in princely tombs as 
funerary offerings to the 
departed and_ thus 
preserved for posterity. 

In addition to the variety 
of ritual vessels for 
drinking, cooking or storing 
tood, the exhibition includes 
a number of ancient bronze 
bells possibly used to 
summon the spirit of the 
dead.
